French Wines. 
[From the New York Sun. 


The five principal brands of Bordeaux wine 
are the Chateau d’Yquem, the Chateau- 
Laflitte, the Chateau-Nargaux, the Chateau- 
Latour, and the Haut Brion. The Chateau 
and the domain of Yquem belong to the fam- 
ily of Sur-Saluces, who bought it 1785 from 
the Seigneur Sauvage d’Yquem. The do- 
main covers 360 acres, about two-thirds of 
which are flanked with the vines which yield 
the wine. The average yield of the best qual- 
itv is 120 barrels of 200 gallons each, and the 
prices realized vary very much; for while the 
vintages of 1859 and 1861 were sold for $1,200 
per barrel, thore of 1858 and 1867 fetched little 
more than hajf that eum. Chateau-Laflitte 
belongs to the Rothschilds, to whom it was 
bequeathed by the late Baron James de Roths- 
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Sacsent house being of a fortress belong- 
ng to the family of ntaferrand. Vines 
were not planted on the domain till 1750, and 
in 1802 the preperty was purchased by the 
Marquis de Laconilia, wno pulled down the 
old castle and built a verv handsome chateau, 
which was bought by Count Aguado in 1836. 
He scld it for $1,000,000 to a Paris banker, 
M. Pillet-Will, three or four years ago, 
and the Margaux domain yields upon an aver- 
ave 155 barrels of wine, each being worth 
from year to year $1,600. Chateau-Latour, 
the joint property of MM. de Flers, de Beau- 
mont, de Graville and de Courtevron, the 
desceralants of the Segur family, belonged ia 
the seventeenth century to a secretary of 
Louis XLV.; and this vineyard, the produce 
of which is nearly all exported to England, 
vields about 90 barrels of first-class wine. 
The vineyard of the Chateau-Briou, which 
belongs to M. Amedee Larrien, covers about 
120 acres, and now grows about 100 barrels of 
first-class wine. The priceof. the Haut- 
Brion and the Chateau-Latour may be put a 
trifle lower than the Chateau-Margaux; 80 
that, taking these five vineyards, one will not 
be far wrong in estimating that they yield 
645 barrels (or 129,000 gallons), worth, wken 
purchased immediately after the vintage, a

Joseph Nimmo, Jr., of Washington City, 

Chief of the National Lureau of Statistics, is 


inthe city and was on ’Change to-day. The 
Bureau of Scatistics has no connection what- 
ever witb the Census Bureau, and the figures 
and estimates they deal in are of a different 
nature. Mr. Nimmo makes an annual report 
to Congress of the internal Cowmerce of the 
nation. He is in St Louis now to make ar- 
rangements for the collection of the trade and 
transpoitation stutistics of the year 1l8sv. It 
is the custom of the Cepartinent to 
employ in cuch city an expert to supply the 
information wanted dbvihe Government. For 
the last four years Secretary Morgan has per- 
formed this duty, he*having the tiguras ready 
at hand. The tacts which he supplies are 
about such as appear in his annual report to 
the Chamber of Comwesece, only in a much 
moie condensed form. Mr. Nimmo was seen 
by a Post-DISPATCH representative this norn- 
ing. Hesaid he shouid leave everything to 
Mr. Morgan as tothe preparation of tiguces. 
He should bimseif spend the day and part 
of Monday in calling upon leading citizens 
interestedin the various branches of trade, 
us also upon thoseenzgaged in transportatioa, 
inorderto gather himselt a general idea as to 
the progress made by the city in the past year.

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A WONDEP.FUL ADVENTURE. 


Seeing 70% Deer on the Pike’s Peak 
| Trail—Attacked by Lions. 


From the Colorado Springs Gazette. 


Sergt. O’ Keefe returned last evening from 
an unsuccessful attempt to aseendthe Peak. 
He says that it is the first time within his ex- 
perience that he bas been thus baffled, and he 
asks to be excused from ever being subjected 
to a similarexperience. By the reports which 
he bad received from Mr. Sweeney, who is 
stationed atthe Peak, be was led to infer 
that but little snow had fallen, and in conse- 
quence be was not prepared to contend 
with the obstacles which biocked his 
path. The journey for the first few miles 
of the trail was without any dissatisfac- 
tory feature, but while making an abrupt 
turn in the trail in the vicinitv of Mianebahg 
Falls the Sergeant was brought to a stand- 
still by an immense berd of black-taiied deer, 
which impeded his further progress. He 
eontends thatthe herd contained fully 709 
head.and savs it took just one hour and forty 
minutes for them to pass a given point. The 
Sergeant was onty armed with a 52-calider 
Smith & Wesson revolver, apd with this poor 
apology for a firearm he succeeded im killing 
seventeen Of the deer. The only plauwble 
reason that Sergeant O’ Keefe can give for the 
remurkable appearance of this vast herd is 
that they were driven from South 
Park by the recent stora. AS 
the sergeant was compelled to con- 
tinue his journey to tne Peak he 
gathered the game which be bad slaughtered, 
tied their tails together and slung them over 
the neck of his faithful mule, **Balaam,’’ 
and continued on his way. Everthmy passed 
cff smeotbly until timber line was reached, 
when the Sergeant encountered another seri- 
ous barrier, as the fierce northwest wind 
which accompanicd the storm had formed 
mountains of snow across the trail. With 
the much trusted veteran mule “Balaam,’”’ 
and an unusual amount of perseverance on 
the part of himeelf, Sergeant U’Keefe con- 
trived to surmount 4a tremendous 
sDpow cwift twenty-eight feet in 
depth. When safely upon the other side 
he paused for a moment, and takiny his field 
giass be viewed the prospect 0’er and exam- 
ined the dificuldies with which he had to 
eontend. As far as the eye could reach nuth- 
ing but snow banks cou'd be seen, some of 
which were aticust 100 feet in height. It 
eviy required a brief space of time for the 
Sergeuantto wake up his mind that it would 
ve useless for him to risk his life in making 
abotber rash attempt, so be concluded to re- 
turn 10 the springs, but upon turning to step 
into the saddie be disvovered that the imube 
bad disappeared. Twe Serzeant was now in 
a sad plight. Had he only survived 
the terribie lat raid ia ver 
to find death again staring him in 
the face fromstaivation’ Me retraced his 
steps threugh the mammoth snow-ari/t and 
gafier aterrible siege of over one hour he 
found bimself standing upon the other side, 
thoroughly exhausted. After he had some- 
what revived be vlanced around him in hopes 
oftinding sometrace of the lost mule, and 
what wes his chagrinto perecive the much 
trusiced **Balaam’’ ving upon hisx back with 
feet uplifiedin ihe air at the bottom of adeep 
ravine. ‘The deer with which be bad been fes- 
tooned were scattered from top to bott »m of the 
ravine. The Sergeant secured the vameanod the 
mule and again started oa his homeward jour- 
ney. While passing along a very secituded 
portion of the trail he was abtacked by six 
ravenous mountain lions, and. in order to 
save his own life, be was compelled to cast 
away the game Which had required so much 
exertion to capture.’ Even the seveateen deer 
did not replenish their ravenous appetites, 
and still they pursued him, bunt by the proper 
mubipulation of that mule ©’ Keefe manaved 
toevadethem. He reached the signal oflize 
in this city ats o’clock last night, and it is 
doubtful whether he ever agaim attempts to 
traverse the Pike’s Peak trail.

Smashing Two Trains aad Killing Two 
Mento Wreak his Spite on an Knemy.

Moses Kane is a brakeman on the Philadel- 
pbhia and Erie Railroad. [le has run for some 
time on the freight train of which Charles M. 
Keep iservciveer. This train, when eastward 
bound, takesaside track near Corry to per- 
mit the pusssge of awestern bound ovster 
train from Baltimore. Onsundav evening 

byakemau hane got aboard on Keep*s engine 
during tbhetrip. ‘The engineer did not ap- 
prove of hane’s presence intke cad. He re- 
quested bim to x0 back where be velongeil. 
Hane refused togo. lHKogisueer Keep ejected 
him forcibly from the locomo ive. ‘L'il tix 
you before this trip is over!” cried the vrake- 
man, as be went back to his post. 

The side track where the freight train was 
to wait for the oyster tra®@ is five miles this 
side of Corry. It was Kayne’s duty to open 
the switch to letthe former on the siding, 
There is a switch at both ends of tbe siding. 
The freight train was run safely on the track 
asusual. hecinecr Keep and bis tireman 
wereinthe cab oftheir locomvetive waiting 
for the oOystertrainto go by, Abus! o'clock 
the: sigual of the appreachiaz train Was 
beurd. It passes the svot «at the Erate of 
tWepty-fve miles an hour. When the sicnt 
fromtbe beadligit cf the locomotive was 
thrown onthe switch at the ensiern, end of 
the siding, the enviareraml fireman of the 
freight thain were horritied to see that it was 
turved £0 asto comnect the siding wiih the 
maintrack. The next iastan the loewuotive 
of the approacbit s truin Was ineking stretzoat 
vponthe freight. Engineer Keep and bis 
fireman bad only time totleay fiom the can 
when the other locometive crashed into them, 
andthe two engibes weir heaps of tlery ce- 
bris, upon Which were iicad the wre:ks of 
many cars. 

\ Pne engineer ofthe oyster rain was An- 
drew Wood. George’. “i leinan, evil en- 
gineer of the road, was_riding on the eugine. 
Hle bad been East on bisiness. Missinga 
pussenger trainat astation bebow Corry, he 
boarded the oyster train to reach Erie, wh-re 
he was going on important business, [n- 
gineer Wood, as he approached the siding, 
saw the switch was turned wrong. The train 
Was too close to avert the collision. [le 
sbouted to bis tiremantojump. Wood and 
the fireinan vot off sufely. Silleman remained 
on the locomotive. He was buried beaeath 
tbe wreck and crushed into a shapeless mass, 
Nine cars were heaped upon tbe locomotive: 
five of the cars in the freight treia 
were smashed to pieces by the 
sbock, andthe track wastorn up fora loag 
distance. Wiliism McCartby, a brakem en on 
the oyster train, Wastaken outof the wreck 
fatally injured. Engineer Wood and his tire- 

jan Were badiy huitinjumping from their 
locomotive. 

Moses Kane, the brakeman with whom 
Kogineer Keep had «cnuarreled., was nowhere 
lobeseen. aogineer Keep at once suspected 
him of causing the disaster. Kane was found 
inthe woods \vesterday. At the Coroner’s 
inquest it Wassbown that afier he opened the 
switch and let the train on the siding, he wa. 
seen sneakiny toward the other switch. He 
was beld onacharge of deliberate murder 
and Jodged in Meadville jail.

Itseems to me that there 
is a growing indifference to aged parents In 
this country that is a disgrace to our 
civilization. Among the prisoners ia 
the Abbev during the French 
Revolution wasthe venerable Cazotte and 
his lovely daughter, Evizabeth. Finding no 
evidence ofroyalism against the daughter, 
she wus released. She refused the wift of 
liberty and clung to her noble father’s side 
in prison. Onthbe 24 of September, 1792, 
after a carnage ofthi:ty hours inthe court 
of the abbey, Cazotte was summoned to mect 
death. The executioner’s ax was uplifted 
over the prostate body of the «rand 
clad man, when bis daugoter rushed 
wildly through the crowd, threw herself 
upon the neck of ber father and, preseanag 
bey bescm tothe swords of the assassins, ex:

Observations on Potatoes—A New Busi- | 


ness for Women—Valne of Poultry

There are some varieties of potatoes tha‘ 
never produce flowers. ‘The true Ashieaf. 
such as the Lemon Kidney straip,is one. 
Tbere are others that produce buds but drop 
ere they have expanded. International is a 
good illustration of this feature. Then there 
are Snowflake and others of the American 
breed that will now and then oven a bloom, 
but these and the duds fall almost immediate- 
ly. Early Rose and Seauty of Hebron, with 
some cther American, will open blooms free- 
ly, but never set them, being devoid of p9l- 
len. King of Potatoes andfmany other, will 
do the same thing, yet many of these have an 
abundance of pelien. Then there are others 

Jhat sclf-fertilize most freely. Woodstock 
Ridvey, Grsmplon, Bedfont Prelifie, Red E n- 
peror, Blanchard and others fruit in great 
quantities. Some in breadtis wil! have bush- 
eis of seed berriesthis year. [tis aremarka- 
ble fact that inthe cases of the kinds that 
drop their blooms almost directly or before 
expansion it is possible to retain them on the 
piants by the magic touch of the fertile polien 
trom nother flower. Snowflake his been 
souvht after for Vears as ® seed parent. Ioiae 
never could be caught until this season, and 
a couple of Llooms have beeo fertilized. A 
patch of thishind erowiog between Early 
Rese and Beauty of Hebron can be toliiwa 
plant, because not one of the Snowfiitke has 
un expuided bloom, waile the others xre 
blooming treeiy. Colorof tuberis no gui le 
to color of flower, 28 many red Kinds nave 
whitefblossoms and some others have manya 
eolored ones. Equalty some woaith trbered 
kinds buave daré, and perhaps the darkest 
flowers. The present season affords special 
opportunities for maikiby the various uiit- 
ters of interest incidental to potatoes, Th? 
new Ear'ty Ohie, one of Americau Rose fami- 
tv, bas the dwarfest top of all the section and 
is fioweress.

FOOT DISEASE IN A COW. 

The common disease in cows and sheep 
which sppears by watery blisters on the feet 
and between the claws of the hoof, followed 
by raw spots which are diflicuit io beal, is 
known as amphthous fever. sometimes it is 
accumpunied by SMmiliar blisters on the lips 
and torgue, when it is called font and mouth 
disease. Itis a fever or bioud disease, and is 
eontazious and troublesome, but not serious, 
and easily submitsto treatment as follows: 
Give one pound cf salts, and when it has ov- 
erated, give one ource of byposulphite of so- 
Ga daily: Wash the -ore spots with water aad 
soap,aud dress them wii lian ointment as 
follows, Viz.:Meit four ounces of lard anloie 
ounce of copper (verdicri+), and stir theor- 
ougbly, and while sis tieridd adel one Ounce of 
turpentine and Sli? oir cola, Keep for 
use. The ointment isex: Hewt for any raw 
sores Or valls, and may fe usefully Kept in 
any stabie. 

THE VALUE OF POULTRY MANURE, 

Dr. A. Voeicker hasrecently analyzed some 
sampics of chicken dung, and tabuittes the 
results in a communication to the Roya! Az- 
ricultural Socieiy of Kagland. We «uotea 
couple of paragraphs from the remarks ap- 
pended tothe analysis: Chicken dung, al- 
though greatly inferior to Peruvian guano, is 
a much more concentrated feriilizer than toe 
best desoription of ordinary farm-yard mi. 
nure. Which seldom yields more téaa three- 
feurtbs per cent of ammonia, Whereas the 
sample of fresh chicken manure analyzed by 
me contained an amount of nitrogenous or- 
ganief{Matier and salts of armamonia capebie of 
yielding. on final decomposition, two per 
cent ofammornia. With regard to the appli- 
cation of chicken manure, | would observe 
that the least expensive and probably the best 
way Of using itis to make it with drv earth, 
burntciay, weed asbes, and such like matters 
infoacompost. Mixed with about twice its 
wert of ary earthy miatters of this kind, it 
Will soon be reduced intoa fairly dry and 
powdery siate, in Which it may be readily 
spread broadcast on the iand, or be sown ny 
the manure dritl, and be found a useful ven- 
eral manure for every kind of gurden produce.

This abominable business 
goes steadily on, and the peop'e’s pockets and 
stomachs suffer because of it. and yet there 
is no available remedy. 

WHEAT AND LIME. 


Last year I fallowed a lot of thirty-four 
acres that spring oats were made on; tiaished 
seeding itin pra: (five pecks per acre) the b«b 
day of August.
